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1. CHARLES CORDDRY OF BALTIMORE SUN SAID LATEST SOVIET 
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PROPOSAL EOR EAST- WEST TROOP CUTS IN CENTRAL EUROPE COULD 
LEAVE WARSAW PACT WITH NUMERICAL SUPERIORITY OVER NATO. 

QUOTING AUTHORITIES, CORDDRY SAID "PROPOSAL ALSO WOULD 
SHARPLY CURTAIL WITHDRAWAL OP SOVIET TANKS FROM REGION 
WITHOUT ANY COUNTERVAILING REDUCTION IN NUMBERS OF U.S. 
NUCLEAR-ARMED AIRCRAFT AND MISSILES THAT WOULD BE WITH- 
DRAWN ... AT FIRST, WELL-INFORMED CONGRESSIONAL SOURCE 
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SAID YESTERDAY, EASTERN PROPOSAL CAUSED SOME 'ELATION' IN 
CARTER ADMINISTRATION AND WAS 'BALLYHOOED AS MAJOR CHANGE' 
IN POSITION FOR MOSCOW - AN ACCEPTANCE OE NUMERICAL 
EQUALITY BETWEEN MILITARY FORCES OE NATO AND WARSAW PACT. 
WEST GERMANY EOREIGN MINISTRY OFFICIALLY ENTERED SERIOUS 
RESERVATIONS ON DAY PROPOSAL WAS RECEIVED, AND SIMILAR 
COMPLAINTS NOW ARE VOICED HERE. WITHOUT RESOLUTION OF 
FUNDAMENTAL STICKING POINTS, AUTHORITIES SAID, PROPOSAL 
CANNOT LEAD TO PARITY IN EAST- WEST FORCES. THERE HAS BEEN 
SOME 'MODIFICATION' OF EASTERN POSITION, DEFENSE DEPART-

CONTEND WARSAW PACT STRENGTH IS ABOUT 930,000 TROOPS IN 
CENTRAL EUROPE, NATO STRENGTH IS 780,000. THEREFORE, WAR- 
SAW PACT, IN SEVERAL STAGES, WOULD HAVE TO CUT BACK BY 
230,000 TROOPS TO GET DOWN TO NEGOTIATING GOAL OF 700,000 
TROOPS ON EITHER SIDE. NATO WOULD HAVE TO CUT 80,000. 

SOVIET UNION, HOWEVER, CONTENDS THAT TWO ALLIANCE 
STRENGTHS ARE SUBSTANTIALLY SAME NOW. IT CREDITS WARSAW 
PACT WITH 805,000 TROOPS. "UNTIL THERE CAN BE AGREEMENT 
ON BASIC DATA ABOUT FORCES ON EITHER SIDE, AUTHORITIES 
SAID YESTERDAY, THERE CANNOT BE AGREEMENT ON MUTUAL AND 
BALANCED REDUCTIONS THAT WOULD LEAD TO PARITY OF FORCES," 
CORDDRY REPORTED. 
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2. BERNARD WEINRAUB OF NEW YORK TIMES SAID INDIAN PRIME 
MINISTER DESAI ASSERTED THAT U.S. COULD NOT EXPECT 
COUNTRIES SUCH AS INDIA TO ACCEPT NUCLEAR FACILITY INSPEC- 
TIONS AND SAFEGUARDS WHILE U.S. REMAINED FREE TO EXPAND 
ITS OWN ATOMIC ARSENAL. IN SPEECH AT NATIONAL PRESS CLUB 
YESTERDAY, DESAI SAID "SAUCE MUST BE SAME WHETHER FOR 
GANDER OR FOR GOOSE." WEINRAUB OBSERVED THAT DESAI'S 
LOW-KEYED CRITICISM CAME AS HOUSE INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS 
COMMITTEE APPROVED CARTER ADMINISTRATION'S PLAN TO CON- 
TINUE SALES OF ENRICHED URANIUM TO INDIA, DESPITE HIS 
GOVERNMENT'S OBJECTION OF SAFEGUARDS REQUIRED BY LAW OF 
ALL RECIPIENTS. 

3. DAVID WILLIS OF CHRISTIAN SCIENCE MONITOR, REPORTING 
FROM MOSCOW, SAID KREMLIN SEES NEW DIPLOMATIC ACTIVISM 
OF POST-MAO LEADERS IN CHINA AS AIMED DIRECTLY AT ITS OWN 
POSITIONS IN AFRICA, ASIA AND THIRD WORLD GENERALLY. 

SOVIETS, WILLIS POINTED OUT, VIEW CHINA AS DEFINITELY 
GROWING MILITARY THREAT, SEEKING SOPHISTICATED WEAPONRY 
INCLUDING AIRCRAFT, ANTI-TANK MISSILES AND NAVIGATIONAL 
EQUIPMENT FROM BRITAIN, SWITZERLAND, BELGIUM, WEST GERMANY, 
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DENMARK, ITALY, SWEDEN AND ELSEWHERE. SOVIETS ARE "ENOR- 
MOUSLY CONCERNED," WILLIS ADDED, THAT CHINA'S INTERESTS 
"RUN MORE AND MORE PARALLEL TO THOSE OE U.S., AND THAT IN 
LONG RUN THIS CAN ONLY SPELL TROUBLE, SQUEEZING MOSCOW 
EROM BOTH SIDES."
